Rome—({(NC)—In view of the 
sensational progress made by the 
Church in Africa, where there were 
only 1,200,000 Catholics in 1900 
and there are about 14,000,000 now, 
will Africa, or at least Central 
Africa, become Catholic? 

The question is asked in a surve 
by the Fides news agency, which 
points out that whereas the Cath 
olics of 1900 were mostly European 
immigrants and lived in the Medi- 
terranean area, they are most 
numerous now deep in Central 
Africa and are genuine Africans. 

Also pointe out regarding 
Catholicism in Africa are the re- 
eent establishment of the South 
and West African Hierarchies, and 
the native enthusiasm shown at the 
First National Gold Coast Euchar- 
istic Congress just held at Kumasi. 

In 1900 there were 1,735 priests 
in Africa, now there are 9,402. But 
during the half century, the num- 
ber of Catholics increased 12-fold 
and the priests only 8-fold. 
Priests, says the agency, are not in 
sufficient number for the task that 
lies before them. The number of 
priests in Central Africa has in- 
creased 65-fold, and if all of 
them were able to engage in the 
apostolate, there would be one 
priest for every 1,750 Catholics. 
However, old age and illness among 
missionaries, and engagement in 
professorial work by others, makes 
this number much larger. 

Missionaries and more vocations 
in Africa are needed, the agency 
says, though there are now 30 
major seminaries with 1,178 semin- 
arians. Priests are needed, too, the 
agency goes on, to meet the chal- 
lenge of Islam, which comes down 
from the north to Central Africa, 
and Protestantism, which is enter- 
ing everywhere, Industralization is 
also bringing to the fore the 
danger of native indifferentism, 
materialism and atheism. 

“Some whites,” a Central Afri- 
can Bishop is quoted as saying, 
“openly advise our Negroes that it 
is not necessary to become a Chris- 
tian in order to be a civilized as 
they.” 

There are now 183 ecclesiastical 
divisions in Africa that are de- 
pendent on the Sacred Congrega- 
tion for the Propagation of the 
Faith, Fides says. Of these, 76 are 
confided to the care of three 
missionary institutes of French 
origin, which have now become 
international.

Washington—(NC)—On the 60th anniversary of Reram 
Novarum and the 20th anniversary of Quadragesimo Annog

selves to move forward towards “an even more perfect appli-f 
cation” of the principles of these two great social encyclicals.s 


This statement was made by Archbishop Patrick A. 


O’Boyle of Washington, episcopal* 
chairman of the Social Action De- 
partment, National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. Archbishop O’- 
Boyle noted that the anniversary 
of the two encyclicals will take 
place May 15 


“It is timely, even at this early 
date, to call attention to the im- 
portance of this double anniver- 
sary and to recommend that every 
effort be made by Catholic schools 
and organizations to commemor- 
ate the occasion appropriately,” 
he said. 

The Archbishop recalled that in 
1939 His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
challenged the people of the Unit- 
ed States to assume world leader- 
ship in the field of social recon- 
struction. 

“May the encyclical anniversary 
be the occasion for a renewal of 
our zeal to the end that the Holy 
Father’s gracious confidence in the 
generosity and goodwill of the peo- 
ple of the United States may prove 
to have been well founded, as in- 
deed Wwe like to think it was,” 
Archbishop O’Boyle commented. 

Excerpts from the statement 
follow: 

“American Catholics will want to 
do everything possible, through the 
medium of public forums and dis- 
cussions, to revive their own in- 
terest and the interest of their 
fellow-Americans in the teaching 
of these two historic documents. 
They will take second place to none 
in publicly demonstrating their de- 
votion to the cause of social jus- 
tice on the occasion of this im- 
portant anniversary. 

“Nor will they be content to 
honor the memory of Pope Leo 
XIII and Pope Pius XI by word 
only. They will want to pledge 
themselves on May 15 to move for- 
ward, with the help of God, to- 
wards an ever more perfect appli- 
cation of the principles of social 
justice and social charity. so beau- 
tifully summarized by these two 
Pontiffs in their great encyclicals. 

“In 1939 our present Holy. Fath- 
er, Pope Pius XII, congratulated 
the Catholics of the United States 
on their efforts to find a solution 
to the social question in accordance 
with encyclical principles. ‘It is 
a source of joy to Us to know,’ 
he wrote, ‘that the . . . encyclical 
Quadragesimo Anno, as well as 
that of the Sovereign Pontiff Leo 
XIII, Rerum Novarum ,.. are the 
object in the United States of 
careful and prolonged considera- 
tion on the part of some men of 
keener intellect whose noble spirit 
pushes them on towards social 
restoration and the strengthening 
of the bonds of love among men, 
and that some employers them- 
selves have desired to settle the 
ever-recurring ¢ontroversies with 
the working man in accordance 
with the norms of these encycli- 
cals, respecting always the com- 
mon good and the dignity of the 
human person.’ ”

that children in non-public schools 
would not benefit from the measure 
in any way. 

However, Senator Taft charac- 
terized Dr. Givens’ statement as 
“premature” and Senator Hill said 
no definite decision has yet been 
made on what changes are to be 
made, if any, in last year’s bill. 


In a press release Senator 
Murray said that in his new bill 
“the bus ride provision makes a 
distinction between States permit- 
ting non-public school children to 
ride on public school buses and 
those States forbidden by law from 
doing so.” 


“States using their own money to 
furnish bus rides for non-public 
school pupils would be authorized 
to use Federal funds for the same 
purpose,” he explained. 


“In the case of States prohibited 
by. law from disbursing Federal] 
funds for any kind of aid to non- 
public school’ pupils the Federal 
Government would be authorized to 
withhold from the allotments to 
these States-a small proportion of 
the funds which would then be dis- 
tributed on a reimbursement basis, 
to agencies which, according to 
regular State standards, provide 
essential transportation for non- 
public school pupils. 

“The essential of this provision 
is to guarantee that public and 
non-public school pupils will share 
alike in perfect equity in the use of 
Federal funds for transportation 
service. 


“This provision does not require 
any State to use its own funds for 
the transportation of non-public 
school pupils.. Moreover, it stipu- 
lates that in no case will a non- 
public school child receive trans- 
portation benefits superior to those 
provided, in a given area, for public 
school children. 

“The legislative precedent for 
this arrangement is the National 
School Lunch Law which effective- 
ly provides for the participation of 
both public and non-public school 
pupils in this very worthy pro- 
gram.” 

“The bus ride provision should be 
a satisfactory adjustment of con- 
flicting opinions on aid to non- 
public school pupils,” he continued. 

“In determining the type of 
benefit to be given to non-public 
school children, full reliance was 
placed upon the Everson decision 
of the United States Supreme 
Court. This decision distinguished 
between direct aid to any sectar- 
ian school, which is forbidden, and 
aid for auxiliary school services, 
which is allowable under the First 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion.

AINT Patrick was not an Irish- 
'# man. He was born a Scot, and 


sold into slavery in Ireland. The 


visit infected him with a love for 
all things Irish, and after he had 
escaped from slavery, Patrick re- 
turned to this land of the sham- 
rock under orders to convert it to 
Christianity. He landed in the year 
33, more than 1500 years ago, and 
began the task which has made 
Saint Patrick synonomous with all 
things Irish throughout history. 


First of all, you must recall that 
there are really two Irelands: one, 
the predominantly Catholic Ireland 
with a population of about three 
million, independent of England; 
and the other, Northern Ireland, 
with a population of about 1,300,- 
000 of whom more than 30 per cent 
are Catholic. 


A quick review of history ex- 
plains how this division took place. 
After the conversion of Ireland by 
Saint Patrick, the country was 
ruled by an overlord who lived at 
Tara. The Norse people raided the 
coast, but were defeated by the 
Irish under Brian in 1014. One 
hundred years later, the Pope gave 
Ireland to England as a “Papal 
fief,” and by 1171 Henry Il of 
England was acknowledged to be 
Lord of Ireland. However, inde- 
pendent local rulers continued in 
power, and English control was not 
absolute for 500 years more. In 
1800, by the Act.of Union, England 


and Ireland united in the “United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 


land.”

To the millions of Irishmen 
in this country and all over the 
world, Ireland is always the home 
country they hope to go back and 
visit. And those men and. women 
of Ireland, remembering the teach- 
ings of Patrick, have helped to 
make his Faith and theirs stronger 
wherever they went.

The independent Ireland became 
known first as the Irish Free 
State, then as Eire, and finally as 
the Republic of Ireland. The last 
ties with England were cut in 1949, 
and at the same time the northern 
counties reaffirmed their desire to 
remain apart from the Republic of 
Ireland. 

So now we have the Republic of 
Ireland (27,000 square miles) occu- 


ern Ireland (5,000 square miles). 
The Republic of Ireland has a 
population of 2,773,000; all of them 
are Catholics except for less than 
200,000 Episcopalians, Presbyter- 
ians and Methodists. Northern Ire- 
land has a population of 1,360,000, 
of whom Roman Catholics number 
over 33 per eent, Presbyterians 31 
per cent, and Church of Ireland 
and others, 35 per cent. 

The whole green island, warmed 
by the Gulf Stream, has a fairly 
warm and moist climate. For an 
Irishman, there is no better land to 
visit, and even those of us with no 


Irishmen were admitted to the 
United States from 1820 to 1900. 

Agitation for independence from 
Great Britain became strong. A 
home-rule bill was approved in the 
English Parliament in 1914, but 
the outbreak of World War I 
forced its suspension. The national 
group, Sinn Fein (meaning “Our- 
selves”), continued the fight, and 
in 1916 the famous Easter Week 
rebellion was suppressed by the 
British.

That is what we were talking about the last 
wasn’t it? And do you remember that I said we honor naw: 
first of all, by thinking well of them? I hope that youre 


at some more of the things w 
must do in order to keep God’s 
fourth rule. 


Last time I said that boys and 
girls honor their parents also b 
loving them. In fact, I don’t thin 
they can keep God’s fourth rule un- 
less they do love their parents. I 
say that because God made us to 
love not only Himself but all the 
people that He has put on earth. 
And He made us to love those peo- 
ple who are close to us in a special 
way. He even made it especially 
easy for mothers and fathers to 
love their children, for children to 
love their parents, and their broth- 
ers and sisters. So when boys and 
girls love their parents they are 
doing what God wants them to do; 
and they are honoring their par- 
ents. 


But there is more to it than that. 
God also expects children to obey 
their parents, just as they are sup- 
posed to obey Him. And that is 
easy to understand. After all, God 
does not come down to earth every 
five minutes, or every day, or ey- 
en every month to tell us what we 
are to do. Yet He does want us 
to do many things: to learn about 
Him, to love Him, to grow up 
healthy and strong so that we can 
serve Him. And when we are little 
we do not know how to do those 
things. So we have to be told. And 
instead of telling us Himself, God 
asks our parents to tell us for 
Him. That is their big task in life. 


What our parents tell us to do, 
or not to do, then, is usually more 
than just what they tell us. It is 
what God wants them to tell us. 
When Mother tells her little boy 
not to touch the matches, she is 
really saying, “God does not want 
you to get hurt.” When Dad says, 
“You will have to pay more atten- 
tion in school, Sally,” he is really

“Gentlemen . .. at the risk of 
being called a_ publicity-seeker 
taking advantage of circumstances, 
I’m going to make a few remarks 
».. voice -a few opinions that 
have been on my mind for obvious 
reasons the past few days. Also, 
I ask you to remember that I 
speak as one who played a good 
many games of basketball, and as 
one who has been in the coaching 


On account of having a certain 
proficiency in the sport, and also 
in football, while in high school, 
I was enabled to obtain a college 
education. Most of my life has 
been spent in and around the 
sport of basketball. 


“There have been certain wrong- 
doings in basketball of late. But 
that doesn’t make the game of bas- 
ketball bad. Should we stop eating 
apples because there is one rotten 
apple in a barrel? At the moment, 
the entire sport of basketball is 
under scrutiny because a few have 
been misled. Basketball is one 
of our great games and ranks with 
any other sport in America today. 
I am not a statistician. I have 
done no research to obtain my 
figures. But I believe it is an 
established fact that more young 
men play basketball than any 
other sport . .. that more people 
watch basketball than any other 
sport. 

“Gentlemen, my major point 
is that I feel that for every 
player who has been led astray, 
and apparently a few have of re- 
cent date, there have been a ‘mil- 
lion others who have played and 
enjoyed the game, who have 
grown into a better manhood be- 
cause of the lessons of sports- 
manship, the lessons of competi- 
tion that they learned as a mem- 
ber of some basketball team or 
other. 


“For every so-called gambler 
who has tampered with or even 
watched a game, there have been 


ranks for many games of basket- 
ball, and as one who has been in 
the coaching ranks for many 


years. 
“Basketball is a game I love. 


me

Their Church, in other words, had 
read the gospel to others before 
New Testament was written. 
There are other reasons why 
Protestants should not accept the 
New Testament, as they have it, 
as reliable or inspired. For 
instance, the Catholic Church had 
this book all to herself for eleven 
centuries, and there would 
absolutely no way for McCracken 
or anyorie else to prove that during 
that long period the Church did 
not alter-the Scriptures or remove 
certain passages or add certain 
ones. The reverend gentleman cer- 


‘tainly knows that the original 


manuscripts of the New Testament 
are no longer in existence. That 
being true no proof could be 
adduced by Protestants for the 
accuracy of their present day 
Bible. ey have only the Catholic 
Church’s word for that. 


The minister is also very incon- 
sistent in discounting Tradition 
altogether, since he accepts the 
Bible on Tradition. He observes 
the Sunday instead of Saturday 
solely on the strength of Tradition, 
Christmas on December 25, and 
Easter on the Sunday following the 
first full moon of spring. 


On the other hand, he and prac- 
tically all members of the Protest- 
ant ministry refuse to accept cer- 
tain Bible teachings which are 
expressed in the clearest language, 
such as the institution of the Mass, 
and the Catholic doctrine of the 
Holy Eucharist. 


St. John devotes the greater part 
of a very long chapter (VI) to the 
promise which Christ made in rela- 
tion to the Holy Eucharist a year 
before He instituted it. On that 
occasion Jesus reiterated several 


ally—allowing many of His follow- 
ers to leave Him because 
would not accept. the literal inter- 
pretation of His words and telling 
the apostles that if they did not 
accept His promise literally they 
too could leave Him. 


A Promise Fulfilled 


Then Matthew, Mark and Luke 
record the fact of the fulfillment of 
that promise. They expressed the 
doctrine in the clearest possible 
terms, and all Christians for 

teen centuries, including mem- 
bers of the sects which separated 
from the Church in the fourth and 
fifth centuries, and members of the 
Orthodox Church who separated by 
schism in the eleventh century, 
still have the Mass and believe as 
all Roman Catholics do concerning 
the Holy Eucharist, demonsrating 
beyond any doubt what was the 
prevalent belief of “all Christians 
all the time.” 


The minister simply assumes 
that the Protestant position, when 
it differs from that of the Catholic, 
is right, while the opposite attitude, 
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Ht You Are Asked 


that of the great majority should |x 


be assumed. 
‘ Despite the promise of Christ to 
remain with His Church all days, 


even unto the consummation of the 
world,” and His further promise to 
send to His Church the Holy Spiri 
the Spirit of Truth, which woul 
keep it in truth; and His further 
promise that “the gates of hell 
would never prevail against His 
Church,” McCracken prefers to 
believe otherwise—even if such an 
attitude is tantamount to a denial 
of Christ’s very divinity. 

To correct the clergyman on the 
Catholic position towards Mary, we 
refer him to the official teaching of 
the Catholic Church. It declares 
most emphatically that it would be 
idolatry to pay adoration to Mary, 
yet the minister insists that we do 
pay her divine honors, that we do 
make of her a goddess and worship 
her. Let the minister examine the 
Catholic Missal, which contains the 
official prayers—hundreds of them 
—0offered during the Mass and he 
will discover that everyone of these 
without exception is addressed to 
Almighty God through “Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” Catholics teach 
as well as the Protestants do that 
there is only “one Mediator (by 
redemption) between God and Man, 
the man, Christ Jesus.” 


If Mary is made a secondary 
mediator it is between us and her 
Divine Son and not between us and 
the Heavenly Father. Didn’t Christ 
tell us that where “two or three 
are gathered together in My Name 
I am in the midst of them’? 
Whom, more powerful than Mary, 
could we associate with ourselves 
in prayer? In public devotions it 
is common to recite one of the 
Litanies — such as that of the 
Holy Name of Jesus, or of His 
Sacred Heart, or of Mercy. But 
there is a big difference between 
invocations addressed to Christ and 
those addressed to Mary. We ask 
Christ through invocation of the 
Litanies to “have mercy on us,” 
but ask Mary to “pray for us,” 
just as we might ask McCracken 
and his congregation to “pray for 
us.” : 

The minister tells us that no 
reference to Mary’s Assumption 
during the first four centuries can 


ibe found. We might ask him what 


times that He was speaking liter- | evidence he finds for a dozen other 


things during those first three or 
four centuries when the Church 
was bitterly persecuted and had to 
live in the catacombs. When she 
emerged from them her first ob- 
ligation was to fight the Arian 
heresy, which denied the very Div- 
inity of Christ. It was not neces- 
sary that Mary’s Assumption into 
Heaven be declared a dogma of 
faith or be made a part of the 
Creed. That is why nothing was 
done about it until recent years. 


But the very fact that the Feast 
was observed in the western 
Church, as the minister admits, in 
the seventh century, and was in- 
stituted a century before in the 
East, and soon became the preval- 
ent belief “of all Christians all the 
time” for the next thousand years, 
is stronger proof for the belief in 
the Assumption than any Protest- 
ant argument against her could 
possibly be. 


St. Augustine, back in the early 
fifth century, enunciated a solid 
theological and philosophical motto 
reading “Securus Judicat Orbis 
Terrarum” (The _ entire world 
judges rightly). It is in keeping 
with the doctrine of the late Presi- 
dent Lincoln who observed, “you 
cannot fool all the people all the 
time.” But “all Christians all the 
time,” for more than a thousand 
years, would have been deceived if 
Mary had not been assumed bodily 
into Heaven. And that would imply 
that Christ failed in His several 
promises to protect His Church 
from error. 

If the minister believes in Or- 
iginal Sin, he knows that death is a 
consequence of it for, “by one man 
sin came into the world and by 
sin, death, and death sed on to 
all men.” Christ, being God, of 
course was free from Original Sin 
and would not have had to die. 
Holy Scripture tells us “He offered 
Himself because He willed it.” 

If Mary, because God destined 
her to furnish the very flesh and 
blood with which His Divine Son 
was to redeem the world, had no 

irt in sin, she would not have

Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—Permission to transfer the 
liturgy of Holy Saturday from the morning to the evening 
hours of the same day has been granted in a decree of the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites published in the current issue 


of Acta Apostolicae Sedis. 


This change, it is pointed out, will restore to the Holy 


Saturday liturgy its ancient func-+ 


tion of a true vigil of the Resur- 
rection. Acta Apostolicae Sedis is 
the publication containing the offi- 
cial acts of the Holy See. 

Transfer of the liturgy is not an 


ligatory nor necessarily a per- 
manent change, but rather up to 
the choice the Ordinaries “for 


this year,” according to the decree. 
It explicitly refers to the change 
as an “ iment” to be made 
according to the prudent judgment 
of the Bishops. 

Those making use of this fac- 
ulty and allowing the time change 
in the ceremonies are requested by 
the Congregation of Rites to make 
a subsequent report to it concern-

There are other changes in both 
the rubrics and the text of the 
ritual.

more particularly because he re- 
fused to denounce His Eminence 
Josef Cardinal Mindszenty as a 
traitor, he was expelled from the 
school after all schools were sec- 
ularized.

The Hungarian police wanted to 
take the weight out of the back so 
as to jack the car up but the driver 
said he had sent the key on ahead, 
and so we managed to slip by 
them.”
